THE END OF THE ROAD 


ten years ago Senator LaFol- 


lette, new dead, made a. public charge 
that leases of government oil lands to 
both Sinclair and Doheay by Secretary 
Fill were "shot through with fraud 


4 corruption." 
Intense attention gripped the people 


because Senator LaFollette wa? not in 
the habit of lightly accusing men of 
crime. 


That was the first chapter in what 


was to be a large tome filled with evi- 
dence of base and ignoble things. 


The next step was the appointment 


"of a committee with Senator Walsh of 
Montana in charge to investigate the 
execution of these leases. 


Slowly but surely the whole malo- 


dorous story became public, and de- 
spite frantic efforts of those involved, 
empowered as they were with great in- 
fluence and strong friendships hi high 
places, to stem the stream. 


Th§ courts annulled the leases. They 


also ruled that the- improvements made 
by Doheny and Sinclair, worth about 
$20,000,000, were forfeited to the gov- 
ernment. 


This vast source of wealth was saved 


to the people, and men intent upon the 
criminal purpose of despoiling the pub- 
lic domain were not only thwarted but 
themselves lost heavily in the venture. 


To Senator LaFollette, who exposed, 


and Senator Walsh, who untiringly 
persisted in uncovering the shameful 
transactions, the people owe a deep 
debt of gratitude. 


Of course, these were many inter- 


vening chapters dealing with grand 
juries, criminal trials, civil trials to set 
aside the leases, with collateral chap- 
ters including trials for contempt of 
court of those who tried to approach 
and influence the juries, and many oth- 
er persons have given freely and loy- 
ally of time and efforts to clean up the 
reeking affair. 


And last week came the final chap- 


ter. The prison doors closed with a 
metallic bang upon the former secre- , 
tary of the interior, a, shabby figure 
with hunted, haunted looking eyes. 


Such is the sorry conclusion of ca- 


reer that has come to this hapless man, 
Albert Fall, a senator of the United 
States, sitting afterward in the cabinet 
of a president, has become a prisoner, 
finger-printed, dressed in the coarse, 
ill-fitting jute that covers the odd and 
mongrel mob of misfits around him, 
eating tasteless food off a tin dish, 
locked in at night like a wild animal ;

be, shoot. There was a time when he

lute of honor while throats cheered, 
kerchiefs flattered -wildly and men 
pressed forward but to get a glimpse. 


From high ap on Olympus, but a few 


steps in authority from the presiceac}- 
itself, respected, honored, revered, his 
hand tjpc-a an important helm of state, 
his word law, his advice eagerly 
sought, his influence without limit, he 
has descended to occupy a niche here- 
tofore empty, one of everlasting in- 
famy — the first cabinet member in the 
142 years of ifce life o£ the republic to 
be convicted of cri-se. 


Such is democracy. It is a righte- 


ous, virile, robust, honorable democra- 
cy. There is no leer KGOG its face but 
sadness lights its eyes. 


It is a democracy that will pull down 


asd discard with inpnnity the weak, 
the false, the untrue, while it elevates 
the deservicg servants into whose 
hands nutst be thrust vast powers. - 


And while this, of which Albert Fall, 


the prisoner, is a symbol, goes en and 
as long as it does, we will know that 
the blindfold Justice wears is not 
transparent, that the nation is healthy 
and lasty, that blunt honesty with no 
dissembling- ia leaders is ^.s essential 
as lore in motherhood.

cents, most fanners have a loss of 
twenty cents a bushel, and many for 
this reason are plowing in the crop. 


"When Legge was chairman of the 


Farm board, he and Secretary Hyde 
toured the west for weeks urging farm- 1 
ers to cut wheat acreage. Instead of 
reducing, farmers increased the winter 
wheat acreage by three per cent. In 
Texas alone 600,000 acres were added 
to the sowing of the year before. 


Two years ago the Farm board 


asked for a reduction of twenty-five 
per cent in cotton acreage, but got less 
than two per cent. There was only a 
ten per cent reduction this year when 
it should have been thrice that. 


With large surpluses held over from 


last year and bumper crops this year 
due to favorable weather conditions, 
with foreign demand practically nil and 
not much chance .of an increase in do- 
mestic consumption, the wheat farmer 
is in a. bad way. 


The surplus now in the hands of the 


Farm board as a result of last year's 
attempt to stabilize prices will cost the 
public a pretty penny in its final mar- 
keting. 


Pegging prices cannot - work. No- 


such amount of money could ever be 
available to the national treasury as 
would be required if this theory of 
price stabilization was carried to its 
logical conclusion. 


Farmers must reduce acreage and 


curtail production. To bring this 
about, twenty-five cents a bushel for 
wheat is quite an effective club, if the 
advice and warning of experts is not 
sufficient. 


In asking for a debt holiday, it might 


not be amiss to suggest to the wheat 
and cotton growers that a moratorium 
on surplus crop acreage is in order.

These are »cratchy days. Flies 


wiH bite and children inH scratch. 
Of course we say, "Don't acraich," 
and of course they do. Nothing ic 
so irritating to th» bitten one a* to 
be ordered to stop that scratching. 
He is very likely to think, or to say, 
that if you had the bite, and he 
•wishes heartily that you had, you'd 
scratch too. 


When a child sets * bite that 


calls for scratching take something 
cooling, -witch hazel, - lemon. jnJee, 
creams and lotions, those nlc« mfiky 
ones, pat the sore spot and say some- 
thing about the boy next door, the 
ice ma.rt, or the circus that's com- 
ing. Don't mention the bite. 


Th'e lotion, is not to heal the bite- 


It won't. It Trill relieve the child's 
mind. He t>imk<s something ***»<* &een 
done to soothe his misery and his 
desire for comfort has been satis- 
fied. Just as soon as his mind 
takes hold of that idea give it the 
nest—something far away from the 
bite, and of strong interest. 


Talk blithely for" a moment or 


two, then send the child to do some- 
thing.

Concentrating one's mind on a

Nevertheless, the commission as- 


serted the present system of par- 
ole. In most sections, was little, more 
than "a huge Joke." la scored the 
loose supervision of paroles, which 
in 18 states was carried on by cor- 
respondence, making it "easy to beat 
the game." 


Discussing conditions within exist- 


ing prisons, the report said the over- 
crowding In federal institutions dar- 
ing 1930 was 65.9 per cent more than 
capacity, and that in the system as 
a whole was probably worse tiwn it 
ever ftaa been." 


It said well over one-third of aH 


the major prisons In the country 
were between 70 and 100 years old 
and that 21 per cent of .them were 
without plumbing. Many of the cells 
now housing two men are so small, 
the report asserted, that the air 
would have to be changed 
every 


three or four minutes to prevent 
objectionable odors. 


Some of the _ institutions specifi- 


cally criticized were the state prison 
in Oregon, the Charleston prison In 
Massachusetts.'the Auburn and Clin- 
ton prisons in New York, the Folsom 
prison in California, and the old pri- 
son at Joliet, m. 


Tn the face of such conditions, the 


commission said, "tmemploment adds 
a burden and strain upon both the 
prison administration and; the in- 
mates which becomes almost intoler- 
able." It cited some instances in 
which men were kept in their cells 
almost 24 hours a. day, and others 
where they were made to sit on 
benches in a loft simply for lack of 
work. 
Points to Blots 


Mentioning the riots at Folsom, 


the Colorado State prison, Columbus, 
jCeavenworth, Jefferson City, Mis- 
souri, Auburn and Clinton, the com- 
mission said in general that If the 
prisoners -were ttnnecessarily irrita- 
ted "then no amount of discipline 
or cruelty wiH save the institution 
from internal violence, riot, fire anc 
murder." 
It disclosed that after strict dis- 


ciplinary methods" were instituted 
at Jeffer»3n City, five men commit 
ed suicide, fonr were kHled by other 
prisoners and 78 escaped. 


Appended to the commission's re- 


port was a lengthy study by an ad 
•visory committee of 24 experts. 
Among them Sanf ord Bates, director 
of federal prisons. It concurred with 
the commission that the present prf 
son system was failing in Its pro- 
pose of reforming criminals. 


Its recommendations -was one that 


prison industry be 
expanded, to 


•which wa added that uch indutry 
must of necessity come into com 
petition with that of free labor. 


A third report, prepared by Hast 


ings H. Hart, chairman of the com 
mittee, condemned the present sys- 
tem of police jafls and vfflage lock 
nps as overrun by filth and vermin 
as often constituting fire traps in 
which prisoners nave been cremated, 
and as the setting for "third de- 
gree" methods often accompanied 
by illegal treatment and torture.

Graduation Terminates Stu- 


dent Status Under Immi- 
gration Law 


Stanford "tMversity, Cat— (ff) — 


The elation that comes to the col- 
lege graduate as he Is handed his 
diploma-Is not for Paul M. Karbu- 
tovskih, and perhaps a. hundred more 
Russian students in the _TJnited 
States. 


For them the hard-worked-for de- 


gree means not that the "world is 
now my oyster" but that "I am now 
a man without a country." 


Graduation terminates their stu- 


dent status under the immigration 
law, and makes them subject to de- 
portation. 


What deportation -would signify Is 


largely a matter for the individual 
imagination but for Karbutovsklh, 
son of an anti-Bolshevist merchant, 
it would he says most likely mean 
something he doesn't care to con- 
template. 
Members of the faculty at Stan- 


ford, believing Karbutovskih's case 
is typical, have "investigated every 
possible official channel with'a view 
to clearing up the ambiguity of the 
positions (of these students) but to 
no result."

more than a. quarter of a million 
placements have been made In the 
first three months. Diirsng this same 
period the work of expansion was 
being poshed, so t*»si now there are 
state directors and assistant direc- 
tors in every stats and a. total of 
eighty offices in operation. 
This 


number is to be still further en- 
larged, though what the total num- 
ber eventualiy will be is not being 
estimated today. 


Hake Real Impression 


Secretary of Labor Doak has given 


the reorganization and expansion 
scheme first attention and the 
achievements thus far have been the 
result o* close team work and co- 
operation between Doak and Alpine. 


Alpine, ranking as director genera] 


and special assistant to the secre- 
tary, said he believed that the ez- 
panded service during the fall and 
Trinter would make a. "a. real impres- 
sion" on the unemployment situa- 
tion. But ha- knows and concedes 
with complete frankness that it is 
and will be impossible to go beyond 
finding jobs that are to be had—jobs 
cannot be made or forced into exist- 
ence through an employment service.

- "Our most effective work at this 
time," Alpine said, "is in. the agricul- 
tural districts. In those large areas 
a. great deal is being done to system- 
atiza the flow of seasonal labor, not 
only to find the work and bring men 
to the work but to prevent too many 
men from gathering at any one place 
of employment." 


Throughout the country every ef- 


fort is being made to bring about 
close co-operation between the feder- 
al service and state and municipal 
free employment services. 


Another important development 


came out of the department of labor 
this week. Secretary of Labor Doak, 
in a signed article written by him 
especially for labor newspapers and 
•which will be published generally 
next week, takes notice of the criti- 
cisms made of his "policy regarding 
deportations. Ha declares that "the 
humanities" have been and will be 
observed in administering the irnmi- 
gration laws and that in every case 
the- "traditions" of this government 
ba observed. 


Unquestionably th's will be accept- 


ed as the- secretary's answer 
to 


critics who have asserted he is send- 
ing deportees "back to be shot" or 
"back to be hung" for political opin- 
ions that differ from those of the 
powers in control of certain nations 
to which deportations have been or- 
dered, but not consummated. 


Secretary Doak admits that mis-

Toronto— (GPA)— The unprece- 


dented situation of «. partial crop 
failure on. th* f*ant*tH*n prairies and 
a bumper yield in th» -western states 
leaves the dominion, with a new set 
of problems. Lower prices meres a 
further impairmeat of the purchas- 
ing power of the •west, while- the 
drought-reduced harvest threatens 
tfcs elevator* witb. '*. ^a**esed de- 
n-aud for storage, and the railways, 
lake carriers;" and ocean ports- with 
reduced freight traffic. 


Recent rains and lower tempera- 
tures have Improved the later sown 
grains, but t*»^ prairie wheat stffl 
threatens to «ive the smallest av- 
erage yield reported since the official 
records hare been kept- The toll tak 
en by drought, heat, wind and In 
sects last month left a. crop only 
slightly more than half of thai 
usually reaped on the 
western 


plains. 
The only compensation in the crop 


is Its grade, since ***« expected 200.- 
,000,000 or 250,000,000 bushels 
fir* 


the prairie -provinces are wholly 
hard wheat.
